Pu/zled as many folks are (including some 
lax professionals) over the fine print in the new 
lax law, some details arc gradually coming 
out of the fog — and some looming the 
largest are the facts (?) rc; the new IRA setups. 

A key part of the new laws, IRAs have 
been better than home cookin’ for millions, 
because of the tax-deferred feature. First re¬ 
ports said the IRA was dead in the new law. 
Well, as Mark Twain said, “Reports of my 
death arc greatly exaggerated.” 

First, its vital you make your full $2000 
IRA contribution for 1986 now; remember it 
comes right off the lop of your taxable earn¬ 
ings AND is lax deferred. Second, couples 
earning less than $40,000 and singles under 
$25,000 STILL gel IRA benefits even if they 
arc under a company retirement plan, too. Up 
lo $50,000 for marrieds and $35,000 lor singles, 
you still get a partial deduction, plus which, 
your existing IRA continues gleaning tax de¬ 
ferral, which is great — even il you can’t 
make more contributions under the new rules. 

So — hang in there. Don’t panic. Call 
your taxman. Newsweek magazine quotes what 
happens to those who lose their cool over the 
new laws: “Have three kids, fast!

Opera, piano series 
at Ambassador 


(This is a farewell lo 
Sylvia Pedersen from her 
family. Ed.) 

Dear Nano: 

Sylvia B. Pedersen was 
born in Memphis, Tenn. 
in 1892. By 1910, as a 
young miss, she had fal¬ 
len in love with Sierra 
Madre, CA, due to her 
frequent visits lo her fa¬ 
ther’s family here in 
town. 

Back home in Mem¬ 
phis, she loved and was 
successful in the theatre, 
but declined the offer to 
become a professional. 
Instead, she married 
Memphis’ then most-eli¬ 
gible bachelor, John Ed¬ 
ward Colbert. She and 
Mr. Colbert continued 
returning to Sierra Mad¬ 
re with their three, then 
five, then seven children, 
John, Robert, Jane, Syl¬ 
via, Sheilah, Eugene and 
Donald. The theatre was 
not the only thing in 
which she was successful. 

In 1927, their final 
visit became permanent. 
Although they maintain¬ 
ed loving ties with dear 
friends in their native 
stale. The choice of Sier¬ 
ra Madre as their home 
wa never regretted. 

In 1941, she became 
a widow ten days be¬ 
fore the attack on Pearl 
Harbor. In addition, she 
watched as her four sons 
helped strengthen the 
ranks of the Armed Ser¬ 
vices and was grateful 
for their safe return. 

Sylvia was always busy 
with life in her commu¬ 
nity and elsewhere. Her 
friends and admirers 
grew. Whether it was 
slapping paint on a chair, 
throwing paper on a 
wall, or entertaining with 
her warm hospitality and 
gourmet creations, she 
was charmingly adapt¬ 
able. With her high ener¬ 
gy and constant gaiety, 
Sylvia was coniinously 
sought after to grace any 


social gathering. Her na¬ 
tural exuberance and 
sometimes zany humor, 
were happily shared by 
all who knew her. 

Sylvia had always 
managed to travel. After 
15 years of widowhood, 
she continued this tra¬ 
dition with her new 
husband, Peter Peder¬ 
sen of Seattle, Wash. 
The Hawaiian Islands 
became their home away 
from home. After exper¬ 
iencing widowhood for 
the second time and liv¬ 
ing in Sierra Madre for 
a number of years, Syl¬ 
via chose to pul on her 
grass skirt and move to 
Hawaii, where she be¬ 
came the “Princess” and 
“Hostess” of the Aloha 
Punawaii. There, her 
door was always open to 
world travelers, who 
went out of their way 
to stop and see her. 

In her 90s, she loured 
the Grand Tetons, rafted 
down the Snake River 
and went glider flying 
over her beloved islands. 
In the summer of 1985, 
Sylvia was still enjoying 
herself, as she sailed the 
Baltic Sea at a youthful 
92. 

In November of the 
same year, she suffered a 
severe fall. She returned 
to Sierra Madre. Al¬ 
though experiencing 
complications due to the 
fall, she lived to cele¬ 
brate 94 years of age 
and, on that particular 
day, was blessed by 
Monsignor Gara. She 
died two days later — 
Nov. 26, 1986.

Maintaining 
smoke 
detectors 

When I discuss fire prevention, 1 always stress 
the importance of smoke detectors. 

If you install smoke detectors properly in your 
home, you’ve reduced by 50*% the chances that 
someone in your family will die in a fire. But 
there’s a big "if.” You need to maintain the smoke 
detectors properly. Fortunately, that’s an easy thing 
'.o do. 

Each month, lest Ihe smoke detector and its 
batteries. Just hold a burning candle 18 inches be¬ 
low Ihe detector. If the detector is working properly, 
the alarm should sound within 20 seconds. By 
taking just a few minutes each month, ymi can 
make sure that your smoke detectors arc lunciion- 
ing properly — and reduce ihe lisk ol a dis 
asirous fire. 

“Chirping” batteries and red flags can be some 
warning signs that your smoke detector or its bat¬ 
teries need a fast check-up. Replace the batteries, 
and lest the smoke detector again. II it still doesn i 
work, it needs to be repaired. 

Since fire can strike without wainmg, don i 
do anything that puls your smoke detectors out ol 
commission. If your detector goes crll because 
there is smoke in the room, do whatever it lakes 
to gel rid of the smoke, such as taking the lood 
off the stove, fanning the area, or opening a wmdovv. 
But don’t slop that annoying noise by "disabling” 
your smoke detector. Remember, there c<uild be a 
fire in your house just when your smoke deiecioi 
is out of order!

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Council turns down R-3 
change; awards raises

properties from R-1 lo R-3. 

Among those who opposed the action were 
formed Mayor Tom Hdwards, several neighbors 
near the proposed property change and Phyllis Chap¬ 
man, an outspoken historian and preservationist. 

All asked why, if there is still 60*^^o of the R-3 
property still undeveloped, there is a need to estab¬ 
lish even more R-3 property. 

Bill Robinson said. “Why more R-3 proper¬ 
ties? Not growth or no growth? Where do you 
draw the line?” 

John Hoffman questioned the “greater stresses 
on city services and more noise.” Edwards said, 
"To go into residential areas to make them R-3 is 
not in the best interests of the community.” 

Others listed the number of small children in the 
area and questioned how more traffic brought on by 
condos or apartments would affect the children. 

Lee Cline said, “The Mariposa development 
has had a major impact on the whole city. I’d hate 
to see something like that in this area.” 

Phyllis Chapman picked up on that remark 
and said, “I become ill when I come out the 
back of the library and sec the Mariposa develop¬ 
ment. It is legal in every way. If someone developed 
that (property in question) it could become another 
Mariposa. There is nothing you can do to stop a 
developer.” 

Their voices did not fall on deaf ears. The 
council agreed with them and acted likewise. 

City employees have received raises that 
will extend over the next two years. 

All employees receive 7.5% as of Dec. 21, 1986; 
2.5% as of July 5. 1987; 3% by Dec. 20, 1987, and 
4% by July 3. 1988. The two-year contract is valid 
through Dec. 31, 1988. 

Those in management positions have a some¬ 
what different schedule with the director of public 
works receiving an additional 15% after the 7.5% 
increase. The fire chief receives an increase of 10% 
as does the treasurer, and the city clerk receives 
10 %. 

Sierra Madrc council members receive an in¬ 
crease of $50 which brings their monthly stipend 
to $200. Many other cities the size of Sierra Madre 
pay their councilpersons $300 per month. 

Fire Cheif Roger Keith complained to the coun¬ 
cil that he was having a difficult lime stalfing the 
ambulance during daytime hours since there are 
not “enough available members to respond during 
the daytime.” He told the group that due to re¬ 
tirements and re.signations he had only three who 


were available during days. 

“If we continue at the rate we’re going now, 
we’re going to burn out those people,” he said, and 
pointed out that Sierra Madre is one of three not 
having paramedic coverage. The others are Alham¬ 
bra and San Gabriel. 

He suggested hiring an independent contractor; 
making sure that all new city personnel have EMT 
training; and tapping the retired, resigned members 
who are still certified on an short-time basis only. 
This would give the department time to train mem¬ 
bers on a long-time basis. 

Mayor Lisa Fowler suggested that the chief 
apprtrach retired, qualified officers to see if they 
will assist on a short-term basis. George Maurer, 
retired EMT, who was in the audience, offered his 
services once more. 

The Mayor suggested that by Dec. 23, the next 
meeting, this problem would be resolved. 

In other business the council postponed dis¬ 
cussion on the parking lots and street maintenance 
until Dec. 23 so they would have more lime for 
discussion since the hour was growing later and 
later Tuesday. 

They also extended the moratorium on con¬ 
struction withiti the required front yard setback 
area of the R-3 zone, imposing existing R-1 stan¬ 
dards for the third time, until March 22, at Coun¬ 
cilman Clem Bariolai’s suggestion. 

Mayor Pro Tern Roy Buchan introduced for 
second readitig and adoption Ordinance 1029 which 
provides for the reloeatioti of historical dwellings 
and landmarks within the community or to be 
moved out of the city. It does not allow such dwell- 
itigs to be moved into the city from other com¬ 
munities. The dwelling may also be relocated within 
the satnc Un ott site. 

They awarded a street sweeping eontraet to 
South Bay Street Sweeping for $15.82 per curb mile 
or $2295 per month.

to me” the night of the murder. 

He said he “blanked out” and couldn’t re¬ 
member any argument with his wife that night, 
things the next morning were “very hazy,” he said. 
He added, “I was hung over.” 

He also stated he could not remember what 
happened to the five missing cartridges from the 
.357 magnum, the gun that disappeared until the 
Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team found it in 
the bushes down the cliff from the Johnson home. 
He said he had “no idea” how the cartridges got 
out of the gun. 

Johnson recalls that when he found his wife 
missing on June 9, 1985, he looked through the 
house for her, looked outside and drove around 
awhile. He stopped for breakfast, couldn’t eat and 
returned home. 

He noticed the house was a “mess,” and tried 
to wash out a chair that had a red stain, threw a 
rug on the roof to dry. He tried to pick up broken 
glass in the kitchen, scrubbed the red specks off 
the kitchen floor and hosed down the garage when 
he watered the lawn. 

After calling neighbors he had a few drinks 
and tried to read. He couldn’t recall when he called 
the police to report his wife missing. 

Under questioning Johnson said he had con¬ 
templated divorce “shortly after we were married 
in 1973-’74.” He decided not to divorce her and 
he did not nM>vc out of the house. 

When asked why he lived with Mrs. Johnson 
all those years, he answered, “My family doesn’t 
believe in divorce.” He .said he didn’t move out 
because he felt sorry for her. He also did not move 
to the front bedroom. 

He complained that his wife had “spells” 
when she hallucinated. When asked if he had talked 
to medical people about “Betty’s so-called spells, 
he answered that he had not. 

Wondries completed her questioning by saying, 
“Isn’t it true that you can remember all these 
things but you don’t want to?” 

Both the prosecutor and defense council rested 
Monday. After final arguments, the case went to 
the jury just before oresstime.
